teide fair in the world, the 
Eimpire’s shop window ‘in a real 
sense of the word. That it 
should be resumed at all so soon 
after the war would have been 
evidence of confidence and ‘vitali- 
ty. [ts resumption on an enlarged 
scale despite the unprecedented 
dificulties. of the, winter is. in 
a definite achievement. 
More buyers and more interested 
visitors attended than had before, 
doubly to justify the enterprise.
